BIGNS OF RASCALITY. 

The counting of the returns of yesterday's 
election is in a chaotic state in precinct “F,” 
ofthe 19th ward. When thecount had pro- 
ceeded so far last night that 284 unscratched 
democratic tickets and 56 unscratched re- 
publican tickets had been counted, the judg7s 
stopped their work, and it has not yet been 
resumed. In precinct “‘D,’’ the box has not 
yet been opened since the polls closed last 
bight, because ove of the judges holding the 
key can’t be found, There are 242 votes in 
thos box, according to the dial.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


MBASUHES OF SANITARY PROFEC. 
TION ADOPTED. 


The President Authorizes the Detehtion of rrains 
and the Bxamiustion of Sueprctee Persons 
' Arriving from Osieda-Tnoe Rules 
AGopted in Regard tothe) Pest. 


Wasuixcton, October 4.—The secretary ol 
the treasury has received a communica- 
tion “from the governor cf New York 
requesting the appointment of sanitary 
inspectots on thé Canadian frontier of that 
state, to acsist the state board of health in 
preventing the introduction of smallpox into 


that state. In compliance with this request 
Surgeon Austin, of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, was today directed to preceed to A)bany 
to confer with the state board of health in 
regard t& the organization of a thorough ins 
spection service. 

A circular bas been issued by Surgeon 
Gencral Hammond, of the marine hospital 
service, having the approval ot Secretary 
Manning and President Cleveland, addressed 
to the medical officers of the marine hospital 
service, customs officers and others concerned. 
It calls attention to the prevalence 
of ious and _ infectious diseases, 
of smal in Montreal, and other 
places in dominion of Canada, and declares 
that the law for the prevention of the intro- 
duction of contagious or infectious diseases 
into the United States is held to apply to trains 
of cars and other vehicles crossing the border, 
and to vessels entering ports on the northern 
frontier, because, therefore, of the danger 
which attaches to the transportation of persons 
and baggege into articles of merchandise or 
animals from infected districts. The regula- 
tions are framed for the protection of the 
health of the people of the United States 
: gainst the danger referred to, and are as fol- 
ows: 

Until further orders, all vessels arriving from 

ris in Canada, and trains of cars and other ve. 

icles crossing the border line, must be examined 
by the medical inspector of the marine hospital 
service, before they will be allowed to enter the 
United States, unless provision shail have been 
made by the state or municipal quarantine laws, 
end regniatious for such examinations. 

2. perrons arriving from Ganada 
by rail or otherwise, must be examined 
hy such medical inspector before they will be 
allowed to enter the United States unless provis~ 
—— been made for such examination as alore- 
said. 

3 All persons coming from infected districts, 
not giving. satisfactory evidence of protection 
egainstemallpox, will be prohibited from pro- 
ceeding into the United States unless, after such 
period ag the medical inspector, local quarautine, 
or otber sanitary officers Guly authorized, may 
direct. 

4, Inspectors will vaccinate all unprotected 
persons who desire or are willing tosudmit to 
vaccination,free of charge. Any such persoa res 
fusing to be vaccipated sbail be prevented from 
entering the United states 

5. All bag clothin and other 
effects articles ol merchandise 
coming from infected districts and 
liable to carry infection, or suspected of being in- 
fected, will besubjecaed to thorough disiofection. 

6. All persons showing evicence of baviag 
had smallpox or varioloid, or who exhibit well 
defined marks of recent vacination, may be con-

9. As provided in section 5 of said act, all quar- 
autine cfficers or sgents acting under any state 
or municipal system. upon application of 
the respective state or municipal 
euthorities, are empowered to euforce 
the provisions of these regulations, and are here»y 
authorized to prevent the entrance into the Uni 
ted States ot any vessel or vehicle, person, mer- 
cbendise or animals, prohibited under tie act 
aloressid. 


10. In the enforcement of these regulations. 


there shall be nointerference with any quaran- 
tine Jaws or regulations existing underor to 
be provided for by any state or municipal! aathor- 
ity. 


THB SMALLPOX RECORD. 


Forty-Nize Deaths From Smalipox in Oae 
Day ion Montreal, 

MonxtTrEAL, October 14.—The official returns 
at the health office today show forty-nine 
deaths from smallpox in the city yesterday, 
fivein St. Jean Baptiste village, twoin St. 
Cunegonde and three in Cote St. Louis. The 
provincial bosrd of health has decided to issue 
5,000 copies of the rules and regulations sanc- 
tioned by the lieutenant governor. The sta- 
tistical report from St. Henri shows that of 
124 cases which occurred there since the 
epidemic began no less than 121 were 
not vaccinated. Proceedings have been taken 
to enforce the rules and regulations of the 
board in LaPraise, where it is reported the-e 
are ceveral cases of smallpox. Action is to be 
teken against St. Cunegonde and another 
municipality for neglecting to comply with 
the regulations of the board. The decision 
this morning of Judge Taschereau, in the ap- 
plication for an injunction made by Cote St. 
Louis to restrain the city from tiny Bev ex- 
hibition buildings for a smallpox hospital, 
was in favor of the city. 

Yesterday nr Pig oon new cases of small- 
pox were reported here, forty-five of which 
were verified. Judge Taschereau today deci- 
ded thatthe dominion government had acted 
ultra vires in repealing the provincial law 
urder which the provincial board of health 
was constituted. Prosecutions for. intringe- 
ments of the board’s regulations will now pro- 
ceed vigorously. 

Two hundred and eighty persona diod here 
from smallpox during the week ending Fri- 
day last. Of these 263 were French Cana- 
dians, 195 were children under five years of 
ege, and fifty-three were between five and ten 
yesrs. A hotel keeper in an outlying village 
bad a child ill with smallpox. Under com- 

ulsion he closed the hotel. He refused, 

owever, to have his family vaccinated and 
bis five children died of the dreaded disoase. 
His wife algo dicd. 


The Cholera Record, 

Maprip, October 14.—There has been no 
care of cholera in Madrid for a fortnight. 

Mapagip, October 14-——There were 253 now 
cases of cholera and 109 deaths from the dis- 
ease in Spain yesterday. 

Rome, October 14.—During yesterday, 9! 
rew cases of cholera and 42 deaths were re- 
ported in Palermo.

THE PERUVIAN BARK, 


The Affairs of the Repubiic in a Deplorab'e 
Condition, 


Panama, October 14.—The affairs of Peru are 
still in a deplorable condition, with no pros- 
pects of amendment. Revolutionary stock is 
decidedly at a discountin Lima. This arises 
from the action of General Caceres, the revyo- 
lutionary chief, in thoughtlessly and unnec- 
esssrily compromising some of his principal 
adherents, and causing them not only very 
serious inconvenience but great  pe- 
cubpiary loses. It appears that two 
officers of the Caceres army, Colonel Collaz»s 
ard Major Muniz, were recently detached 
from the headquarters at Tarma with orders 
to repair to Lima and deliver certain commu- 
nications to the representatives and secret 
agents of the revolutionary leader. These of- 
ficials met with no difficulty in their journey 
down toward# the coast, passing through 
districts where no government troops are 
stationed, but when Sey reached the point 
near Lurin, thirty miles southwest of Lima, 
they were captured bythe cavalry. outposts, 
and immediately sent to the capital under 
guerd. On arriving at the police oflice they 
were subjected to a careful search, and a 
most importent discovery followed. Oa their 
persons were found letters in Caceres’ hand- 
writing, to several of his principal partisans 
here, and to his wife, and other communica- 
tions to be forwarded to Arequipa, 
all of which contained the most damaging in- 
formation tothe rebel cause that could by 
any chence have fallen in the power of the 
government. The police set to work without 
ices of time, and before next morning the 
guardhouses were well filled with prisoners, 
more or less implicated in the scheme of the 
mountain general, A letter from Caceres, 
directed to A. Buffet, was discovered amo 
the prizes. Buffet was 
ordered to leave the 
which he did at very short notice. 
other parties were ordered to leave, amon 
them, Canon Medina, one of the most distin- 
guished prelates of the cathedral. Ica has 
fallen into the handsof the Cacerists. It is 
said that the most barbarous atrocities were 
committed by the victorge, outraging the wo- 
men, burning and robbing the dwellings, etc. 
The government forces sent to re-occupy Pisco 
wes unable to land, as the revolutionary par« 
ty hed two guns in position on the beach, and 
the steamer conveying troops was unarmed, 
It is reported that General Iglesias proposes 
taking the field against the guemy, and will 
meke a vigorous advance on Caceres, but the 
rumor is not confirmed. 


THE FIRE RECORD. 


A Texan Town Meeis With a Great Disaster 
— Loss $40,600, 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., October 14.—[Special.]— 
A destructive fire broke out here at midnight 
iaet night in the grocery store of J. C. Drew, 
cn the main square. The Red River National 
bank, adjoining the grocery, was badly dam- 
aged. The large drug store of Gilcriat & Black, 
edjoining the Drew building on the south, was 
guited. The upper floors of these buildings 
were occupied by the Western Union Telegraph 
ecmpany end by lawyors. The furniturs 
worehouse of M. H, Pierce, in the reat of the 
benk, was considerably damaged. The total 
logs exceeds 240,000—fally insured. It is sus- 
pected that the fire was of incendiary origin, 
the Red River bank does business in other 
quarters. 


A Fatal Prairie Fire. 


Fanao, Dak, October 14—Tae wile aad 
child of Seth Staunton perished in a prairie 
fire in Barnes county, thirty miles from hare, 
Saturdey. The fire started from a threshing 
machine cn the farm while the men hed loft 
it fer dinner. Staunton, w was some dis. 
tnnee from hig beuse, two ‘miles from the 
originfot the fire, was barely able to reach his 
hcusce before the flames, and thought 
it too late to save the buildings. Ne took one 
little child under each arm, and told his wife 
to follow withthe eldest one. Soon looking 
back, he saw his wife and child enveloped in 
flames. Mrs. Staunton periehed there, and 
the child wesso badly burned that it died the 
nextday. The fire parted at the house and 
left it untouched. A few thousand bushels of 
wheatand a barn ortwo were burned. At 
the same time another fire a few miles west 
destroyed scme 15,000 bushels of wheat ona 
farm of V. V. Townley, andthe house and 
building of Ed C. Booth end much other prop- 
erty of other parties. The total losses from 
the fire in Barnes county tbis season are put 
at $100,000. 


Half the Vilage Swept Away, 
Watertown, N. Y., October 14.—A fire de- 
siroyed two hotels, two churches, seven busi- 
ness places and several dwellings at Sand 
Bank, Oswego county, last night. Over half 
of the village was swept away. 


Fire in a Laundry. 

OakLaNnD, Cala., October 14.—A fire broks 
out in a Chinese laundry, cornerof Seventh 
and Market streets, at two o’c!ock this morn- 
ing, end several Chinamen were burned to 
death.

Evglish Cabicet Dissensions 
Denied, 

Loxpex, October 14.—It is officially denied 
thet Lord Salizbury,Lord Randolph Caurchill, 
secretary of state for India, and Lord Dufferin, 
viceroy of India, had disagreed on a policy 
reepecting affairsin upper Burmah, 

A dispatch from Rangoon, the capitol of 
British Burmeh, says that the Burmese gov- 
ernment is increasing its forces on the frontier 
sud actively preparing to resist any attempt 
the government of India may make to force a 
suspension of the recent decree of the coniia- 
cation of the property of the Bombay and 
Burmah trading company, in default of pay- 
ment of judgment for $1,250,000, alleged to be 
due the Burmese toresters as wages. The 
company deny that they ever were in debt to 
the workmen, and claim that they never were 
allowed an opportunity of rebutting this 
charge. A majority ofthe men have signed 
a decleratien thatthey baye no claim upon 
the corporation. 

King Thebaw, of Burmah, has answered 
tte communieation sent br the chief co:nmis- 
sioner for British Burmah, in accordance with 
instructions from the Indian government, 
with reference to the dispute between the Bur- 
mere government and the Bombay and Bur- 
mah trading association. The king replied in 
on arrogant and insulting manner to the note, 
ard rejured to discues the claim of the trading 
company with the Indian government. The 
chief commissioner has asked for reinforce- 
ments to the number of 8,000 men, betore 
sending an ultimatum to Mandalay, the cap- 
itel of Burmah. 

An ultimatum has been sent to King The- 
baw, ordering him to reduce the claim against 
the Bombay trading company, to remove the 
restriction against English traders and to 
accept a British resident at Mandalay. Gun- 
boats have been ordered to Rangoon to await 
the orders to enforce the government’s da- 
mands by a demonstration at Mandalay.

The porte is awaiting the final reply of the 
powers before taking decisive action. A por- 
tion of the cabinet recommends the recogni- 
tion ef the Bulgarian union. Other members 
are of opimion that Greece and Servia will: 
remain tranquil if the union should not be re- 
cognized. The military party, viewing the 
silence of the powers asa sign that they are 
not agreed as to what course to pursue, urge 
that Bu'garia be imvaded; that the great 
Balkans be occu pied ; that the 
Bulgarian town of Widdin be given 
to Servia in order to weaken Bulgaria and te 
conciliate Servia, and that the districts of 
Hermanlie, Haskeni and Pomak be seized as 
a war indemnity.

Everything indicates an early inva- 
sion of —— In leading arkish 
circles the opinion is e@x- 
preesed that a majority of the powers 
are inclined to refuse to recognize the Bulga- 
rian union, as they consider that course would 
be least dangerous to European peace. The 
merquis de Nosilles, French ambassador, and 
Herr Von Radowits, German ambassador, ex- 
press astonishment that the Turkish govern- 
ment did not send troops to eastern Roumelig 
st the beginning ofthetrouble.

MILAN MUST FIGHT.

The ambassadors sent their respective drago- 
mens to inform the a that they had agreed 
to condemn the violation of the Berlin treaty 
by the union of Roumelia and Bulgaria, and 
they approved the pacific attitude of the 
porte.

It is reported that Prince Alexander, fear- 
ing an invasion of Bulgaria by Servian troops, 
hes hurried to Scfia.

HE MAKES AN ASSIGNMSNI FOR 
HIS CREDITORS, 


Mr. Emory W. Lovejoy, the Marietta Street Fire 
Art Mev, Boguifed ‘in Finaneial Trouble—Se 
Owes Tez Thousand Dollars, but Hag as 
Much—Mf rank Lester Receiver. 

Emory W. Lovejoy, tho picture, picture- 
frame end fine art dealer, at No: 4 Mariette 
Street, aesigned yesterday ‘morning for the 
benefit of his creditors, 

Mr. Lovejoy’s liabilities are $10,897.04 and 
bis assets $7,992.96. 

The bil! of assignment was drawn by Hop- 


kins & Glenn, the attorneys. It’ memes Mr. 


Frank Lester, the beok and stationery dealer 
at No. 5 Peachtree street, as the assignee, and 
directs him how to close out the business and 
disburse the receipts, 


Mr. Lovejoy has been distressed financially 
for the past fifteen months. In fact he has 


been in hot water ever since he moved into 
the store room he now occupies. Two years 
ago 
HB WAS IN PUsinras 
on Peachtree and wes doing ea good,sate trade, 
but his house was too small to. accommodate 
his increasing stock, and eighteen months ago 
he began looking around for a more com- 
modious room thet was  suit- 
ably located. Finally he came to the con- 
clusion that the store room No.4 Mariette 
Btreet would be the place in which he could 
expand. Atthattime, however, the room was 
occupied by the Ballerd Brothers as 2 confec- 
tionery store. They had a lease on the build- 
ing and bad 3 oxi itan excellent stand, and 
declined to givé itup when Mr. Lovejoy first 
approached them. Mr. Lovejoy’s 
DESIRE FOR THE BUILDING INCREASED 
asthe Ballard Brothers inclination to retain 
it augmented, Mr. Lovejoy went to Mr. 
Jonathan Norerogs, the owner of the building, 
and secured a written lease, but the Ballerd 
Brothers still refused to move out, saying that 
they bad ea lease -too. While all this was 
pending, Mr. Lovejoy wastompelled to give 
up bisstore on Peachtree, and stored away 
his goods. Soon efter storing away his stock, 
Mr. Lovejoy agreed to give the Ballard 
Brothers five hundred dollars to vacaté the 
store room. Hethen moved in and opened a 
firgt class line of pictures, picture frames, 
mouldings and engravings. While Mr. Love- 
joy was out of business—his stock being stored 
away— 
SOME OF HIS PAPER CAME DUE 

end in order to meet it, he wes compelled to 
borrow money. Then when he paid the Bal- 
lard Bros. the five hundred dollars he bor- 
rowed again end was $1,200 in debt for bor- 
rowed money, the day be opened on Marietta. 

Mr. Lovejoy did not ind the Marietta street 
stand as good es he expected. Business was 
dull end trom time to time, he wes compelled 
to boriow money from friends until this debt 
alone resched nearly $7,000. When Mr. 
Lovejoy got possession of the building, he 
suea Mr. Norcross tor damages, and secured 
a vesdict for $2,100, bat Mr. Norcross appealed 
tho cese and the matter hes never reached a 
conclusion.

that Mr. Lovejoy attrihutes his disester prin- 
cipally. Then another cause for his estign- 
ment grew out of the Lovejoy & Pitchford 
trouble.

Rumpp, of Philadelphbie, two hundred 
and seventy-four dollars, and Mr. Pitchford 
assumed thisdebt. Mr. Pitchford, however, 
fniled to satisfy the demend,end after he went 
out of business suit was brought against Mr.
